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TERSE  TALKS  ON  TRADE  TOPICS  t  1701st 


Agenda  for  1952 


IF  we  had  the  job  of  preparing  an  agenda  of  motor  trade 
business  which  calls  for  urgent  attention  in  1952,  the  petroi 
retailer’s  gross  profit  margin  on  motor  spirit  would  figure 
near  the  top  of  the  list. 

The  recent  advance  of  one  farthing  in  the  retail  price 
of  petrol  has  strengthened  the  trade’s  case  for  an  increase 
in  the  margin.  For  if  the  Government  admit  the  companies’ 
claim  on  the  score  of  “increased  distribution  costs  and  rising 
world  prices.”  they  should,  in  justice,  be  just  as  ready  to  agree 
the  trade’s  claim  because  of  “rising  wages,  increased  capital 
outlay,”  and  so  on. 

Another  item  for  the  agenda  is  the  anti-motoring  propa¬ 
ganda  which  is  being  produced  in  ever  more  virulent  and 
increasingly  large  quantities.  As  impartial  A.  G.  Street,  the 
farmer-broadcaster,  said  on  the  radio  the  other  evening,  the 
present  outcry  against  the  motor  driver  and  the  motor  vehicle 
is  in  the  nature  of  a  “witch  hunt.”  And  unless  strong  counter 
measures  are  taken,  more  restrictive  legislation  will  be  the 
outcome  for  the  motor  trade’s  customers. 

This  is  obviously  a  job  for  the  motor  industry  as  a  whole 
to  tackle,  in  co-operation  with  users.  But  apart  from  the 
spirited  and  well-reasoned  arguments  made  by  S.M.M.T. 
Director  R.  Gresham  Cooke  in  the  recent  broadcast  debate  on 
the  Terrell  Plan  (the  Recorder  for  Newbury’s  scheme  for  giving 
the  Highway  Code  the  force  of  law),  the  industry  maintains 
the  silence  that  will  eventually  be  taken  to  signify  acquiescence. 

And  that  brings  us  to  the  agenda  item  to  which  we  should 
give  priority — the  appointment  of  that  Publicity  expert  that 
we  have  advocated  for  so  long.  The  current  “witch  hunt”  is 
just  one  more  piece  of  proof  of  the  rightness  of  our  contention 
that  until  manufacturers,  retailers,  users  and  everyone  con¬ 
nected  with  motor  vehicles  have  a  powerful  united  voice  to 
speak  for  them.  Great  Britain  and  its  legis-  ^ 
lators  will  not  get  road  transport  into  y'U 
proper  perspective,  and  see  it  for  the  in- 
valuable  asset  which  it  is  to  the  nation.

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Planned  Workshop  Lay 


P.  J.  Evans,  Ltd.,  achieve  a  new  standard  of  efficiency 
with  a  one-way  system  and  “  on-tap  ”  trunking 


Easy  movement 

WORKSHOP  planning  par  ex^ 
cellence  is  a  most  apt  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  new  premises  of 
P.  J.  Evans,  Ltd.,  in  Granville  Street, 
Birmingham,  for  the  layout  of  this 
building  has  been  designed  to  step-up 
efficiency  by  having  everything  “on 
tap"  at  all  points,  and  by  having  ser¬ 
vice  bays  arranged  for  easy  access  to 
cars  and  easy  movement  to  any  part. 

There  is  no  need  for  one  mechanic 
to  wait  for  another  to  finish  with  a 
power-point  or  air  line,  and  no  need 
for  one  car  to  be  moved  to  enable 
another  to  be  driven  in  or  out 
Seventy  drawings  were  needed  to 


reach  this  perfection:  but  already  the 
project  is  beginning  to  pay  for  itself, 
as  the  speed  of  service  in  the  work¬ 
shop  has  increased  considerably. 

The  workshop  is  specifically  for  the 
Standard  and  Triumph  side  of  the  P.  J. 
Evans’  distributive  business,  and  it  is 
really  the  long-delayed  fulfilment  of 
plans  that  were  made  before  the  war. 

Those  dark  years  naturally  brought 
the  whole  idea  to  a  standstill,  and 
since  then  the  usual  difficulties  sur¬ 
rounding  materials  and  permits  have 
added  a  further  delay. 

Because  of  these  difficulties,  the 
main  structure  of  the  building  is  of 
reinforced  concrete  instead  of  steel. 
But  a  remarkable  Job  has  been  made 
with  Justex  pre-cast  cantilevers  which 
give  a  single  span  of  57ft. 

For  the  rest,  the  building  is  of  brick, 


Picture  above  Rives  a  Rood  Idea  of  the 
door  layout  of  the  new  workshop.  Note 
the  parkliiR  anRie  of  the  cars  In  the 
bays. 
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With  a  roof  which  is  50  per  cent,  cor¬ 
rugated  asbestos  and  50  per  cent,  glass, 
providing  an  abundance  of  natural 
lighting.  The  floor  is  of  concrete  over¬ 
laid  with  a  Granolithic  finish. 

But  so  far  as  lighting  is  concerned, 
there  is  as  much,  if  not  more,  by  night 
than  by  day.  This  is  another  aspect 
of  the  ingenious  planning:  level 
shadowless  light  all  over  the  floor  area 
has  been  achieved  by  careful  spacing 
of  the  500-watt  lamps  so  that  their 
light  areas  overlap. 


fully  calculated  to  enable  cars  to  be 
driven  in  easily,  to  provide  ample 
workroom,  and  is  such  that  car  doors 
can  be  swung  open  without  fouling  the 
open  doors  or  any  other  part  of  the 
neighbouring  vehicles. 

Each  of  the  workbenches  has  its 
own  power  point,  air  line,  and  low- 
voltage  point,  and  each  man  has  his 
own  air  gun  and  electric  drill.  In 
this  way  there  is  no  borrowing  or  wait¬ 
ing  for  someone  else  to  finish  with 
what  is  wanted.  Each  man  also  has 
his  own  locker  and  drawers  by  his 
bench. 

All  round  this  centre  work  area, 
which  is  like  an  island,  is  a  wide  drive, 
a  perimeter,  along  which  cars  arriv¬ 
ing  for  service  or  repairs  are  driven 
until  they  reach  the  appropriate  bay. 
This  is  a  one-way  system,  so  that  the 
cars  are  always  meeting  the  angle  of 
the  bays,  and  can  thus  be  driven 
straight  in. 


Colour  scheme  helps 
This  is  helped  by  the  interior  colour 
scheme,  which  is  white  and  blue,  the 
former  predominating. 

All  of  this  is  an  asset  to  efficiency, 
but  the  essential  part  of  the  planning 
that  has  been  put  into  the  building 
is  the  general  workshop  layout. 

Let  us  look  at  it  from  the  angle  of 
the  customer  driving  in.

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Guiterman  Celebrate  Jubilee 

1951  saw  completion  of  “75  years  of  service” 


“Spirit  of  initiative” 

The  close  of  1951  has  meant  more  than 
just  the  end  of  another  year  to  S. 
Guiterman  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  Soho  Square, 
London.  For  this  firm  It  has  meant  the 
achievement  of  ‘‘75  years  of  service.” 

In  a  brochure  produced  to  mark  the 
Jubilee,  Chairman  Jolin  >1.  .Markower  says 
.  I  believe  that  the  tradition  of  the 
British  Merchant  Adventurers  and  the  spirit 
of  initiative  and  daring  which  goes  with  it 
are  so  badly  needed  in  the  country’s  present 
difllculties. 

“Through  all  the  changes  and  chances 
of  75  years,  Guiterman’s  have  continued  to 
produce  and  merchant  the  goods  which  our 
customers  abroad  and  at  home  want,  and  I 
am  confident  that  our  future  will  show  us 
no  less  adaptable  than  to-day.” 

The  brochure  contains  pictures  and  brief 
biographies  of  the  other  four  members  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  of  executives, 
and  goes  on  with  a  history  of  the  firm,  since 
it  was  established  in  1876  by  American 


Sigmund  Guiterman,  who  had  the  imagina¬ 
tion  and  courage  to  defy  convention  by 
venturing  into  the  British  market. 

The  fi”st  lines  to  be  Imported  from 
America  were  umbrella  fittings,  clocks  and 
toys.  By  the  end  of  the  century  other  lines 
had  been  added  and  the  firm’s  representa¬ 
tives  were  covering  most  of  the  coimtry; 
stockrooms  were  also  being  opened  in  a 
number  of  provincial  centres. 

It  was  in  1910  that  cycle  accessories  gave 
place  to  the  Motor  Accessories  Division,  and 
in  the  early  ‘thirties  the  firm  obtained  sole 
rights  for  American  ignition  comix)nents 
and  replacements,  and  for  the  CIBIE  car 
lighting  equipment. 

In  1927  Guiterman  and  Co.  established  the 
Mortimer  Engineering  Co.,  at  Acton  Lane, 
Harlesden,  which  by  1930  was  manufactur¬ 
ing  lathes,  drilling  machines  and  shapers, 
and  which  had  begttn  importing  machines 
from  the  Continent.  Since  then  the 
machine-tool  side  of  the  business  has  devel¬ 
oped  to  considerable  proportions.

ON  New  Year’s  Day  a  new  com¬ 
petitor  for  petrol  sales— and  for 
solus  sites — entered  the  field,  for 
the  first  two  gallons  of  fuel  to  be  sold 
from  a  Mobilgas  pump  in  this  country 
were  delivered  into  the  car  of  John 
Cobb,  holder  of  the  world’s  land  speed 
record,  at  a  ceremony  at  Mill  Garage, 
South  Woodford. 

Although  the  spirit  was  "pool.”  it  was 
imported  by  the  Vacuum  Oil  Company  for 
sterling  from  their  American  associate,  the 
Socony-Vacuum  Oil  Co.,  Inc.  It  is  the  In¬ 
tention  of  the  Vacuum  Oil  Co.,  however,  to 
market  Mobilgas  spirit  as  soon  as  the 
Government  permits  brands  to  be  retailed, 
and  to  produce  this  -spirit  at  their  new 
Coryton.  Essex,  refinery,  which  is  now  under 
construction. 

Vacuum  Oil  Co.  representatives  said  that 
the  company  hoped  to  obtain  their  due 
proportion  of  solus  sites,  for  they  considered 
that  exclusivity  as  a  means  of  petrol  dis¬ 
tribution  had  come  to  stay  in  this  country 
— which  was  one  of  the  very  few  where 
It  was  not  already  practised — owing  to  its 
economic  benefits.  .tgreements  with  gar- 
agists  would  he  gentlemeii’s  agreements,  and 
they  would  offer  similar  terms  to  their  com¬ 
petitors,  hut  did  not  intend  to  outbid  them 
hy  making  fantastic  offers. 


The  first  Mobilgas  pump  goes 
face  of  other  companies* 

Mobilgas  stations  would  be  painted  in 
red.  white,  and  blue,  with  the  red  predom¬ 
inating,  and  would  display  the  fiying  red 
horse  sign.  The  type  of  stations  they  were 
most  interested  in  were  those  in  good  sell¬ 
ing  positions  possessing  big  forecourt  areas 
unimpeded  by  numerous  buildings.  They 
also  favour  .staggered  pumps,  rather  than 
all  the  pumps  on  one  island. 

Sales  outlets 

Although  It  has  been  stated  that  more 
than  90  per  cent,  of  stations  with  two  or 
more  pumps  have  already  signed  solus  agree¬ 
ments  with  one  or  other  of  the  petrol  com¬ 
panies,  the  Vacuum  Oil  Co.  are  confident 
that  the  good  trading  relations  they  have 
established  with  so  many  filling  stations 
handling  Moblloil  over  the  years,  will  ensure 
that  the  company  obtains  sales  outlets  for 
its  new  product,  Mobilgas. 

This  name  was  adopted  after  much  con¬ 
sideration,  for  it  was  the  only  one  sug¬ 
gested  that  linked  the  new  product  in  the 
minds  of  the  public  with  Moblloil.  It  was 
thought  that  the  cinema  has  educated  the 
public  sufficiently  for  them  to  realise  that 
the  “gas”  in  question  was  petrol. 

Mobilgas  is  also  the 


name  by  which  the 
spirit  is  known  in 
America,  where  it  has 
a  higher  sale  than 
any  other  brand,  and 
in  other  parts  of  the 
world,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  South 
Africa,  where  It  is

and  where  the  flying  red  horse  trade  mark 
originated  and  in  Australia,  where  the  spirit 
is  known  as  Plume. 

Speaking  at  a  lunch  following  the  cere¬ 
mony  of  the  first  delivery.  Director  .Allies 
Kehl,  of  the  Vacuum  Oil  Co.,  Ltd.,  said 
they  did  not  Intend  to  revolutionise  the 
petrol  market  in  this  country,  far  from  it. 
He  thought,  however,  that  the  ceremony 
they  had  witnessed  that  morning  was  im¬ 
portant,  not  only  to  the  company,  but  in 
the  long  run  to  all  who  bought  petrol,  sold 
It,  or  made  the  cars  that  used  It. 

He  was  sorry  they  had  been  forced  to 
put  "pool”  petrol  and  not  Mobllgas  in  John 
Cobb’s  tank,  but  he  could  promise  them 
that  as  soon  as  the  Government  gave  the 
word,  the  Vacuum  Company  would  have 
something  to  sell  which  would  be  a  worthy 
fuel  for  the  high  quality  of  British  cars. 

Followed  Coryton  refinery 

Entry  of  the  Vacuum  Co.  into  the  petrol 
market  followed  logically  from  the  build¬ 
ing  of  their  new  refinery  at  Coryton.  This 
new  refinery,  which  was  the  result  of  a 
partnership  between  the  American  Socony- 
Vacuum  Oil  Co.,  Inc.,  and  the  British  firm 
of  Powell  Duffryn,  Ltd.,  would  have  the 
first  Thermofor  catalytic  cracking  plant  to 
be  built  in  this  country  and  would  pro¬ 
duce  high-grade  petrol. 

The  refinery  was  also  being  specially  de¬ 
signed  to  produce  high-grade  lubricants. 
It  would  come  into  operation  early  In  1953, 
and  the  accent  would  be  on  high  quality. 

The  Vacuum  Oil  Co.  thought  that  the 
motorist  was  best  served  by  a  true  partner¬ 
ship  between  the  dealer  and  the  oil  com¬ 
pany.  “I  do  r.ot  mean  a  financial  partner¬ 
ship  in  the  sense  that  anyone  should  own 
a  share  in  anyone  else’s  business.  Nor  do 
I  mean  an  arrangement  where  either  side 
tries  to  dictate  to  the  other.  I  mean  a  free 
partnership  where  the  two  partners  work 
together  without  restrirtion  to  implement 
a  common  policy  to  tlie  advantage  of  th»* 
motoring  public.”  said  Mr.  Reid. 

It  was  the  dealer  who  was  in  touch  with 
the  customer  and  who  knew  what  the  cus 
tomer  wanted.  Among  the  things  the  cus¬ 


tomer  wanted  were  a  good-quality  product 
and  good,  friendly  service.  “Neither  dealer 
nor  oil  company  alone  can  provide  every¬ 
thing  the  customer  wants,  but  in  close  co¬ 
operation  they  can  come  pretty  near  doing 
so.  And  so  we  aim  to  sell  as  much  as 
possible  of  our  petrol  through  dealers.  In 
fact,  our  sales  policy  Is  a  ‘dealer  policy’,” 
said  the  director. 

He  said  he  would  like  to  tell  all  their 
dealer  friends  that  they  were  coming  Into 
this  market  to  stay.  They  were  not  going 
to  disorganise  the  market,  but  their  re¬ 
finery  entitled  them  to  a  modest  share. 

Marketing  programme 

They  had  begun  selling  “pool”  spirit  be¬ 
fore  Coryton  began  production  in  order  to 
build  up  their  marketing  organisation. 
They  had  to  build  up  a  fleet  of  vehicles, 
train  the  drivers,  build  bulk  terminals  and 
carry  out  much  other  work.  “Most  Impor¬ 
tant  of  all,  we  must  arrange  beforehand 
which  dealers  are  going  to  sell  Mobllgas 
when  it  comes,  and  we  must  get  used  to 
working  together  with  them  before  It 
comes.” 

Welcoming  the  dealers  who  were  present, 
who  included  W.  Jacobs  and  R.  Jacobs,  of  ^ 
Mill  Garage,  T.  A.  Rainbow  and  L.  Rainbow, 
of  the  Premier  Garage,  Southgate,  and 
L.  E.  Peachey  and  Ewart  Youldon,  of  Buck- 
hurst  Hill  Garages,  Mr.  Reid  said  that  these 
gentlemen,  imbued  with  the  pioneer  spirit, 
had  all  .said  they  would  help  the  company 
right  from  the  start.  The  Vacuum  Co.  had 
many  other  good  friends  who  had  also 
promised  them  their  help.

Clever  lighting  arrangement  made 
the  scene  most  effective. 

Gift  suggestions 

Ideas  for  Christmas  gifts  formed  the 
basis  of  a  special  accessory  sales  effort 
by  C.  P.  Abbott,  of  Iron  Bridge  Service 
Depot,  Ltd.,  Southall.  For  this,  a 
special  folded  leaflet  was  prepared  and 
headed  “It’s  an  idea  for  Christmas.” 

Inside,  the  first  page  read:  “Wesley 
Hall  showrooms.

W.  Mumford,  Ltd.,  Abbey  Garage,  Ply¬ 
mouth. 

Director  and  General  Manager  P.  W. 
E.  Prance  says: — 

“We  felt  that  the  ordinary  static 
display  was  not  imperative  enough, 
and  tied  up  with  the  local  Frigidaire 
people. 

“We  made  up  a 
suitable  stand,  and 
then  all  we  had  to 
do  was  to  get  hold 
of  an  engine  with 
a  cracked  block, 
and  arrange  for 
the  freezing  equip¬ 
ment  to  have  a 
large  dial  to  indi¬ 


cate  the  severity  of  the  temperature 
and  put  this  into  a  tray  containing 
anti-freeze.  The  tray  above  this  con¬ 
tained  water  and,  of  course,  froze  hard 
whilst  the  anti-freeze  remained  fluid. 

“The  photograph  was  taken  almost 
as  soon  as  the  display  had  been  com¬ 
pleted.  but  at  the  moment,  the  freez¬ 
ing  unit  is  almost  one  mass  of  ice 
and  frost,  and  is  considerably  more 
effective  because  of  this. 

“The  display  is  so  arranged  that  all

‘This  could  happen  to  you,’  coupled 
with  good  salesmanship  on  the  part 
of  our  reception  engineers,  has  sold 
anti-freeze  better  than  we  have  ever 
known  sales  in  the  past. 

“The  idea  could  easily  be  repeated 
elsewhere,  because  no  doubt  the  local 


refrigeration  agents  will  willingly 
supply,  as  they  did  here,  all  equipment 
without  charge  in  exchange  for  the 
small  advertisement  to  our  customers. 

“With  cars  being  so  valuable  these 
days,  it  really  does  seem  that  shock 
tactics,  by  showing  the  damaged 
engine,  bring  the  need  to  buy  anti¬ 
freeze  home  more  than  any  method 
we  have  tried  in  the  past.’' 


Who  Should  Gain  from  Enhanced 
Value  of  Covenant  Cars? 

M,A,A,  vote  50-50  between  dealer  and  customer 


December  council  proceedings 

HE  question  of  who  should 
benefit  financially  when  a  cove¬ 
nant  car  purchased  at  the  single 
purchase  tax  rate  is  sold  at  to-day’s 
enhanced  values,  was  discussed  at  the 
December  meeting  of  the  council  of 
the  Motor  Agents’  Association. 

It  was  reported  that  the  British  Motor 
Trade  Association  Executive  had  already 
voted  on  the  question,  the  result  being 
60-50,  the  manufacturers  voting  for  the  cus¬ 
tomer  to  have  the  money,  the  retailers 
voting  in  favour  of  the  dealer.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  the  money  was  being  retained  in  a 
"Suspense  account”  created  by  the  B.M.T.A. 

On  a  show  of  hands  the  M.A.A.  council 
also  recorded  a  50-50  vote,  so  the  matter  is 
to  come  up  for  further  discussion.

Another  B.M.T.A.  item  was  a  suggestion 
(cordially  welcomed  by  the  M.A.A.)  for  the 
car  questionnaire  form  to  be  improved  by 
the  incorporation  of  a  question  asking  the 
prospective  customer  whether  his  name  is 
on  the  stop  list. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  retail  trade 
has  been  providing  most  of  the  B.M.T.A.’s 
income,  the  bigger  manufacturer-members 
had  agreed  to  air  Increase  in  their  own  sub¬ 
scriptions,  it  was  reported. 

In  response  to  queries  about  the  number 
of  "consents  to  sell”  on  covenant  cars  gran¬ 
ted  by  the  B.M.T.A.,  figures  were  quoted 
which  showed  that  during  the  past  three 
months  166  consents  had  been  granted.  Of 
these,  82  were  concerned  with  genuine 
breaches  of  covenant,  the  other  84  being  in¬ 
surance  write-offs,  secondhand  cars  re-im¬ 
ported,  and  so  on. 

The  82  breaches  (which  would  not  have 
shown  up  had  no  applications  for  consent 
to  sell  been  received)  were  being  taken  up 
by  the  B.M.T.A.  Fifty-three  of  them  were 
on  cars  supplied  through  home  dealers,  the 
remainder  being  on  home  delivery  scheme 
cars.  Of  the  53,  no  more  than  two  cases 
related  to  one  dealer. 

Other  important  items  discussed  were: — 

Tyre  Plan. — Although  the  council  were 
unanimous  in  their  support  of  the  Tyre 
Plan,  there  was  one  point  on  which  it  was 
hoped  that  an  amendment  could  be  made. 
This  was  in  connection  with  stocking  com¬ 
mitments  which,  it  was  said,  were  a  heavy 
strain  on  dealers.  The  association’s  repre¬ 
sentatives  on  the  Tyre  Trade  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  were  trying  to  see  whether  the  com¬ 
mitments  could  be  reduced  or  altered.

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Stocking  dealers  had  already  got  big  stocks, 
it  was  emphasised,  and  to  ask  them  to 
stock  more  now  would  compel  them  to 
drop  out  of  the  class.  There  was  a  sug¬ 
gestion  for  a  stocking  valuation  at  the 
start  of  each  period. 

The  President  said  that  they  were  con¬ 
sidering  an  amendment  for  the  seventh 
annual  period,  which  started  on  June  1st, 
1952,  so  there  was  time  for  the  divisions 
to  talk  the  matter  over.  Meantime,  the 
executive  committee  had  set  up  a  sub¬ 
committee  to  deal  with  It. 

Tyres  Returned  Under  Complaint. — There 
have  been  complaints  that  when  faulty 
tyres  are  replaced  by  the  manufacturer  at 
a  proportion  of  the  original  cost,  or  even 
free  of  cost,  the  dealer  gets  little  or  nothing 
out  of  the  replacement  sale.  The  council 
debated  this  point,  and  came  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  the  dealer  had  no  claim.  It 
was  stressed  that  the  motor  trade  was  a 
service  trade,  and  that  it  should  therefore 
back  the  manufacturer. 

Tyres  on  Returned  Cars. — Because  Dunlop 
had  specified  that  tyres  should  be  removed 
and  new  ones  fitted  on  all  cars  being  re¬ 
turned  from  Canada,  the  question  had 
naturally  arisen  as  to  what  was  going  to 
happen  to  the  old  tyres.  On  being  ap¬ 
proached,  the  Dunlop  Co.  had  said  that  the 
old  tyres  were  being  returned  to  them  for 
disposal,  and  gave  an  assurance  that  they 
would  not  be  released  at  cheap  prices. 

National  Joint  Industrial  Council. — It  wa.s 
reported  that,  following  the  recent  award 
on  men’s  wages,  the  trade  unions  had  now 
made  an  application  for  a  “substantial”  in¬ 
crease  in  women’s  rates.  The  M.A.A.  were 
making  an  offer  to  the  unions 

Training  and  Education  Scheme. — A  sug¬ 
gestion  had  been  made  by  the  Berks,  Oxon 


and  S.  Bucks  Division  that  some  of  the 
theory  should  be  cut  out  of  the  examina¬ 
tion  for  the  National  Craftsman’s  Certificate 
to  help  those  men  who  were  expert  on  the 
practical  side,  but  weak  on  mathematics. 
The  association  did  not  want  to  lower  the 
standard  and  were  opposed  to  the  issuing  of 
a  second  certificate,  because  the  second  cer¬ 
tificate  would  soon  become  the  standard. 

After  some  discussion  the  President  de¬ 
cided  that  there  would  be  a  full-scale  debate 
on  the  subject  at  the  January  council  meet¬ 
ing. 

Petrol. — At  the  time  when  the  motor  in¬ 
dustry’s  ca.se  for  lesale  price  maintenance 
had  been  .sent  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  the 
association  had  asked  the  Petroleum  In¬ 
dustry  Advisory  Council  to  the  Ministry  of 
Fuel  and  Power  to  support  the  petrol  part 
of  the  case.  P.I.A.C.  had,  however,  replied 
that  they  were  unable  to  do  so  because  of 
the  Inability  of  the  petrol  companies  to  act 
jointly.  The  M.A.A.  are  now  approaching 
the  petrol  companies  individually  to  ask  for 
their  support. 

Agency  Pumps. — ^The  national  executive 
committee  having  decided  not  to  ask  for 
the  abolition  of  agency  petrol  pumps,  the 
council  came  to  a  unanimous  agreement 
that  the  decision  was  a  wise  one. 

Fina’s  New  Policy. — ^It  was  revealed  that 
notification  had  been  received  from  Flna 
Petroleum  Products,  Ltd.,  that  all  Fina 
tractor  oils  and  allied  products  would  in 
future  be  passed  through  the  motor  trade. 
This  news  was  welcomed  by  the  council,  the 
hope  being  expressed  that  others  would 
follow  suit. 

Co-operative  Wholesale  Society. — Allega¬ 
tions  had  been  made  that  the  C.W.S.  at 
Manchester  appeared  to  have  a  sizable 
■stock  of  new  cars,  but  Investigation  had 
failed  to  confirm  that  this  was  so. 


Ways  to  Beat  the  Burglar 


.Scotland  Yard  hints 


There  is  always  more  shopbreak¬ 
ing  and  entering  at  this  time  of 
the  year.  Here  are  some  hints 
from  Scotland  Yard: — 

Proprietors  and  managers  of  lock¬ 
up  shops,  particularly,  should  keep  the 
local  police  informed  of  the  name  and 
address  of  the  keyholder.  The  police¬ 
man  on  his  beat,  or  the  crew  of  a 
patrolling  wireless  car,  may  see  a  light 
in  a  shop  which  should  not  be  there,  or 
fail  to  see  one  which  they  know  is 
Always  kept  burning.  Short  of  break¬ 


ing  in,  investigation  must  be  delayed 
until  the  premises  are  reopened,  if 
key-holder’s  identity  is  unknown  to 
the  police. 

And  there  is  the  fire  risk.  Prompt 
appearance  on  the  scene  of  the  pro¬ 
prietor  or  his  representative,  following 
an  outbreak,  may  help  to  ward  off 
much  of  the  loss. 

Everyone  who  owns  or  rents  lock-up 
premises  will  be  well  advised  to  ’phone 
the  local  police  station  when  any 
change  occurs  in  the  after-hours  key- 
holding  arrangements.— M.H.

^One  Morning...?*' 

OPENING  the  new  showroom  of 
Lanxney  Motors,  Ltd.,  it  was 
Desmond  Rootes’  turn  to  warn 
of  the  possibility  of  a  sudden  flood 
of  cars  to  sell  on  the  home  market. 

“We  are  golnc  to  wake  up  one 
morning  and  And  that  this  Industry 
of  ours  has  suddenly  become  highly 
competitive”  he  said. 

In  the  last  year  before  the  war, 
341,000  cars,  104,000  trucks  and  buses 
and  10,000  tractors  were  produced,  a 
total  of  455,000;  the  Agure  for  1951 
was  likely  to  be  913,000,  made  up  of 
475,000  cars,  259,000  trucks  and  buses 
and  179,000  tractors.  And  this  output 
was  achieved  on  about  65  per  cent, 
of  the  capacity  of  Britain’s  motor  in¬ 
dustry,  as  a  result  of  materials  short¬ 
age. 

It  gave  an  idea  of  the  number  of 
vehicles  that  would  be  available  when 
conditions  permitted.  Sooner  or  later 
the  number  being  exported  would  be 
much  fewer;  then  the  number  for 
the  home  market  would  be  very  great, 
and  competition  would  be  much  more 
than  pre-war. 


Langney  Motors  at  St.  Leonards 

Anybody  who  knows  St.  Leon- 
ards-on-Sea,  Sussex,  will  also 
know  Marine  Court,  that  white 
“skyscraper”  landmark  along  the  sea 
front,  and  will  agree  that  there  could 
be  no  better  place  in  the  district  for 
a  modern  motor  showroom. 

Langney  Motors,  Ltd.,  of  Eastbourne,  have 
shown  themselves  to  be  of  the  same  mind, 
and  have  opened  the  ground  floor  town-end 
section  of  the  building  as  a  showcase  for 
their  Rootes  Group  cars.

UesmuiKi 
Kootes,  Sales  Manager  of  Humber,  Ltd.,  who 
was  Introduced  by  Chairman  B.  F.  Bovlll, 
of  Langney  Motors,  Ltd. 

Mr.  Bovlll  recalled  that  he  established  his 
motor  business  43  vears  ago  in  Eastbourne— 


"In  a  very  small  way.”  Five  years  later  the 
Royal  Victoria  Garage  was  opened  as  a 
branch  at  St.  Leonards:  but  the  first  world 
war  brought  setbacks,  the  major  one  being 
the  taking  over  of  the  premises  by  the  Army 
for  their  own  vehicle  repairs.

Safety’’  Colour  Code  Abandoned 

B.SJ.  committee  find  complications 


Result  of  extensive  inquiry 

A  COMMITTEE  of  the  British  Standards 
institution  has  decided  against  draw¬ 
ing  up  a  “Safety”  colour  code. 

During  recent  years,  industry  has  given 
increasing  attention  to  colour  coding  of 
danger  points  in  factories  to  indicate  high- 
voltage  lines,  toxic  gases,  and  obstructions 
such  as  low  doorways  and  steps  and  other 
varying  degrees  of  hazard,  and  this  com¬ 
mittee  has  been  considering  the  possibility 
of  preparing  a  “safety”  colour  code  In 
order  to  secure  unification  of  the  present 
different  practices. 

The  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Accidents  made  an  extensive  Inquiry  on 
behalf  of  the  committee,  and  It  has  now 
been  decided  to  abandon  the  attempt  to 
prepare  a  code.  Here  are  the  reasons: — 
Examination  of  the  problem  showed  that 
a  distinction  must  be  made  between  a 
safety  colour  code  and  an  identification 
colour  code  —  the  purpose  of  the  former 
being,  broadly,  to  clEisslfy  types  of  hazard 
and  to  give  warning  of  them  by  colour, 
whilst  the  object  of 
the  1  d  e  n  t  i  ft  cation 
code,  as  in  the  British 
Standard  1710  for 
pipe  lines  and  349 
for  gas  cylinders,  is 
primarily  to  Identify 
by  colour  the  con¬ 
tents.  and  any  appll-  • 


cation  to  safety  Is  nothing  more  than 
incidental. 

It  was  the  former  type  of  code  that  the 
committee  had  to  consider,  and  It  wa.s 
found  that  many  colours  had  traditional 
connotations,  which,  whilst  not  always  con¬ 
sistent.  were  so  well  known  that  they  could 
not  be  reconciled. 

The  second  difficulty  was  that  the  only 
truly  satisfactory  method  of  ensuring  safety 
is  to  eliminate  the  hazard,  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  felt  that  a  code  might  encourage 
identification  of  hazards  by  colour  Instead 
of  their  removal. 

Thirdly,  the  Increase  in  the  scientific  use 
of  colours  for  decoration  to  secure  better 
light  and  to  Improve  working  conditions 
detracted  from  the  effectiveness  of  a  safety 
colour  code,  and  these  schemes  of  colour 
treatment  were  considered  to  be  more 
effective  in  the  reduction  of  accidents. 

A  fourth  and  Important  point  arose  from 
positive  evidence  submitted  showing  that 
the  significance  of  colour  codes  put  into 
effect  had  been  quickly  forgotten. 


N  E  \V  LYNWOOD.  —

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Is  it  overdone? 

C^i  ONTEMPLATING  the  array  of 
cards,  it  may  have  occurred  to 
you  to  wonder  whether  the  busi¬ 
ness  community  now  tends  to  overdo 
the  Christmas  greeting  ritual.  It 
seems  at  least  an  open  question.  With¬ 
out  being  at  all  certain  of  it,  I  should 
say  that  the  practice  became  much 
I  more  general  in  the  period  between 
I  the  wars.  Before,  any  sizable  estab- 
^  lishment  sent  out  New  Year  calendars 
t  to  its  customers,  but  Christmas  cards 
!  were  much  less  usual.  Let  us  assume, 
-  even  if  the  assumption  is  a  large  one, 
that  the  modern  habit  is  an  expres¬ 
sion  of  goodwill,  and  no  more.  But 
*  does  it  always  appear  so  to  the  cus- 
'  tomers?  Some,  it  may  be,  will  sniff 
the  odour  of  advertisement.  There 
are  those,  be  it  remembered,  who  re- 
'  sent  anything  that  they  feel  to  be  the 
commercialisation  of  Christmastide. 
It  repels  them,  for  reasons  that  are 
■  very  understandable,  and  their  re¬ 
actions  are  naturally,  if  not  always 
consciously,  hostile.  Real  answer  to 
all  this  is  that  everything  depends  on 
the  kind  of  card  that  a  business  house 
distributes  at  Christmas.  If  of  the 
right  sort,  it  will  probably  help  cus¬ 
tomer  relations.  But  it  is  more  likeli^ 
to  harm  them  if  flamboyant  and 
ostentatious.  Still  more  if  it  is  even  a 
trifle  vulgar — but  thank  goodness  I 
had  none  of  those  this  year! 

With  reservation 

ERHAPS  the  chain-store  people 
were  the  first  to  discover  that  it 
was  a  good  plan  to  have  uniform 
colour  schemes  for  their  shopfronts. 
The  principle  is  used,  of  course,  in 
many  different  lines  of  business: 
brewers  favour  it  increasingly,  and 


each  big  bank  has  a  sign  that  is  dis¬ 
played  at  every  branch.  While  the 
idea  is  sound  enough,  cases  may  arise 
occasionally  that  call  for  special  con¬ 
sideration;  possibly  even  for  a  modifi¬ 
cation  of  the  scheme.  It  is  indeed 
likely  that  the  standard  colours  will 
not  suit  every  local  scene.  Not  long 
ago  a  certain  company  decided  that 
all  the  doors  and  window  frames  at 
their  establishments  should  be  painted 
a  particular  shade  of  green.  Very  nice, 
too,  as  a  rule.  But  they  had  a  pro¬ 
perty  or  two  in  the  Cotswolds,  and 
their  architect,  a  knowledgeable  man, 
pointed  out  that  only  blue  would  go 
with  the  local  stone.  To  insist  on  the 
change  there,  he  said,  would  make  the 
buildings  look  quite  out  of  keeping. 
Wisely,  the  firm  took  his  advice. 
Wherever  such  questions  arise,  the 
people  on  the  spot  are  best  placed  to 
decide  the  issue.  If  a  garagist  holds 
strong  views,  and  knows  that  he  has 
the  backing  of  local  opinion,  he  should 
not  hesitate  to  put  them  forward.  And 
the  oil  company,  or  whoever  it  may  be. 
will  do  well  to  heed. 

Way  of  things 

T  is  now  public  property  that  Sir 
John  Black  and  Harry  Ferguson  are 
jointly  concerned  in  an  economy 
car  project.  That  the  vehicle  is  likely 
to  startle  the  industry,  and  the  public 
as  well,  I  have  no  doubt  at  all.  It 
could  have  an  influence  on  the  future 
course  of  the  trade.  Concerned  in  the 
venture,  and  prominently  one  under¬ 
stands,  is  F.  W.  Dixon,  one-time 
Middlesbrough  garagist  and  later  a 
racing  man.  Did  you  note,  by  the  way. 
that  it  was  revealed  at  the  annual 
general  meeting  that  the  output  of 
Ferguson  tractors  now  exceeds  that  of 
Standard  cars,  huge  as  the  latter  is? 
Makes  you  think,  as  they  say!  The 
Ferguson  story  is  one  of  great  achieve¬ 
ment  in  a  few  years;  a  story  of  one 
man’s  Idea  and  initiative  being  backed 
by  solid  teamwork. 
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be  a  60-hour  working  week,  I  must  reply  by 
saying  that  he  Is  not  fully  in  touch  with  his 
employees.  He  also  states  that  many  em¬ 
ployers  work  60  or  more  hours  a  week.  It 
would  be  better  If  he  added  the  employees 
as  well  wherever  possible.  By  this  I  mean 
that  workers  to-day  are  nearly  all  controlled 
by  unions. 

Is  it  not  a  fact  that  unions  state  that 
their  members  shall  work  only  a  44-hour 
week?  And  is  it  not  a  fact  that  In  some  in¬ 
dustries  where  workers  have  attempted  to 
do  overtime,  a  strike  Is  called  the  next  day? 
Is  it  not  also  a  fact  that  employers  who  work 
these  very  long  hours  do  so  solely  for  their 
own  benefit  so  as  to  increase  their  yearly 
profit?  It  is  very  rare  for  employees  to 
gain  substantially  for  working  longer  hours. 

I,  myself,  have  often  worked  many  more 
than  60  hoiu's  a  week,  and  am  prepared  to 
do  so  whenever  my  employer  so  desires,  but 
I  still  look  forward  to  my  annual  holiday, 
and  not  to  my  return !

Nature  Of  Petrol  Fumes 

Sir, — In  connection  with  the  recent  Bris¬ 
tol  garage  explosion,  it  is  not  generally 
known  that  ipetrol  fumes  are  heavier  than 
air.  They  need  to  be  imagined  as  a  trans¬ 
parent  liquid  running  down  from  any  filling 
point  that  is  not  sealed  off. 

That  is,  while  it  might  be  safe  to  smoke, 
it  is  not  safe  to  throw  a  cigarette  down 
whilst  filling.

When  the  cus¬ 
tomer  returned  to  find  that  I  had  done  the 
job  I  was  rewarded  with  a  shilling  tip  and  a 
bit  of  sound  advice,  viz.,  “Be  ambitious,  my 
boy,  by  all  means,  but  never  get  too  big.’’

All  very 
nice,  but  it  cost  money,  first  from  the  work¬ 
shop  and  finally  from  the  customers’  pocket. 

During  this  time  the  staff  have  been 
getting  more  educated.  They  put  their 
heads  together  and  say,  “Well,  if  the  cus¬ 
tomer  can  pay  for  all  this  without  a  moan, 
then  he  won’t  miss  a  few  quid  for  our  holi¬ 
day  spread  over  the  year.”

And  there  is  the  showroom  window  to 
remind  them  that  the  garage  trade  must  be 
a  bed  of  roses.  In  the  window  there  is,  per¬ 
haps,  a  1937  small  car,  original  new  price 
around  £150,  but  which  now,  fifteen  years 
after,  is  anything  from  £250  to  £300.  Some¬ 
where  during  these  years  somebody  has 
made  over  and  above  the  new  price  to  the 
time  of  £100  to  £150. 

When  you  go  around  the  countryside  you 
see  the  village  blacksmith,  the  boss  anything 
up  to  70  years  old,  still  making  horseshoe.s 
and  sundries  for  his  farmer  customers  and 
always  a  cheery  “Good  morning,  master.” 

Then  take  stock  of  boss  garaglsts  before 
the  war  when  staff  could  be  given  a  day  off 
in  the  week  for  Sunday.  They  were  pleased 
to  see  that  the  staff  were  on  duty  on  Sun¬ 
day  for  petrol  and  wiping  windscreens  while

I  quite  agree  that  it  is  not  so 
easy  as  on  the  old  1914  16/20  h.p.  Still, 
when  you  have  got  yovuself  into  the  shape  of 
a  snake  and  all  ready,  don’t  forget  to  pop 
out  if  the  petrol  bell  rings.  Be  polite  to  the 
customer,  sell  him  some  oil.  Don’t  deposit 
any  on  his  mudguard  and  don’t  forget  to 
put  the  pump  starting  and  finishing  num¬ 
bers  on  the  till.

Official  Price  Control  For  New  Cars 

Sir, — My  best  thanks  to  Mr.  A.  G.  Melhuish 
for  his  further  contribution  on  the  above 
(December  1st  Issue). 

The  only  thing  I  can  think  of  that  Is  at 
all  comparable  to  new  cars  is  an  ordinary 
house.  I  am  living  in  Just  such  a  house  now. 
When  it  was  built  in  1938  its  price  was  £700, 
but  when  I  purchased  it  nearly  two  years 
ago  its  price  was  £2,600.  To-day  I  can  get 
at  least  £3,000  for  it. 

Well,  there  was  a  great  shout  about  Gov¬ 
ernment  control  of  houses,  and  the  Socialist 
Government — always  so  eager  to  put  on  con¬ 
trols — admitted  that  it  was  beyond  them ! 
So  the  ramp  in  houses  goes  on. 

Now,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  the  real  diffi¬ 
culty  in  controlling  the  price  of  anything  in 
short  supply  is  that  there  is  no  known  way 
of  preventing  the  would-be  buyer  from  going 
“over  the  odds’’  in  cash;  and  a  transaction 
of  this  nature  is  almost  impossible  to  dis¬ 
cover  and  prove,  as  the  two  parties  deriving 
benefit  are  hardly  likely  to  talk! 

I  wonder  if  Mr.  Melhulsh  recalls  the  time 
when  used  cars  were  “two  a  penny"  and 
there  was  an  elaborate  system  of  maximum 
used-car  prices?  And  every  time  a  trader 
brought  off  a  deal  his  competitors  said  he 
had  given  more  than  the  maximum  agreed 
price?  Well,  there  is  but  little  doubt  that 
many  traders  did  go  “over  the  odds,"  jast 


as  there  is  but  little  doubt  that  some  traders 
to-day  are  not  playing  the  game. 

Well,  now,  Mr.  Melhulsh,  do  you  really 
think  that  Government  control  would  suc¬ 
ceed  where  the  trade  has  failed?  I  doubt  it. 

As  regards  the  "Innumerable  controls  at 
different  steps,"  I  was  thinking  of  the  maxi¬ 
mum  prices  imposed  on  a  variety  of  articles 
by  the  Socialist  Government,  these  prices 
being  imposed  at  various  stages  from  the 
manufacturer  to  the  consumer. 

On  thinking  this  over,  I  feel  now  that  the 
present  Government  would  not  adopt  such 
a  system  because  its  cumbersome  and  com¬ 
plicated  mechanism  was  introduced  by  the 
late  Government  not  on  account  of  its 
efficiency  but  because  it  was  excellent  for 
finding  more  Jobs  (full  employment!)

Sir. — I  have  read  the  replies  of  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  Shell-Mex  and  B.P.  and  Esso, 
and  can  only  wonder  when  the  hundred  per 
centers  are  going  to  wake  to  the  fact  that 
they  are  being  taken  for  a  ride. 

As  I  see  it,  the  chief  aim  is  to  get  free 
storage,  so  that  some  of  the  savings  can  be 
passed  on  to  the  motorist.  But  who.  then, 
is  going  to  “hold  the  baby"  when  it  is  rea¬ 
lised  that  at  the  moment  the  companies’ 
depot  losses  carry  Is.  lOJd.  tax  loss  per  gal¬ 
lon?  Is  it  to  be  wondered  at  that  they  are 
keen  to  close  depots  and  transfer  the  storage 
handling  to  garages  and  filling  stations? 

When  we  understand  that  petrol  is  a 
“waste”  product  and  that  it  is  likely  for  its 
consumption  to  decrease  in  future,  and  as 
it  cannot  hj  disposed  of  by  any  other  than 
the  present  methods,  it  makes  one  wonder 
what  things  will  be  like  when  all  the  new 
refineries  are  working  100  per  cent.  But  I 
expect  that  by  that  time  nearly  everyone  will 
have  signed  cm  agreement — “gentlemen’s," 
of  course.

recommend  the  use  of  ordinary  bicycle-type 
red  reflectors,  which  may  be  fitted  to  In¬ 
dicate  the  width  of  the  vehicle.

stands  for  private  enterprise.  Logically,  It 
should  surely  support  It  in  all  trades,  and 
not  merely  in  its  own.  which  would  cer¬ 
tainly  appear  selfish.  In  effect,  this  bulk¬ 
buying  movement  i§  a_  clear  threat  to  the 
private  enterprise  of  the  garage  industry. 
That  having  been  pointed  out.  perhaps  the 
association  will  reconsider  the  matter. 

Meanwhile,  the  M.A  A.  is  watching  the 
situation.  Readers  should  Inform  the  head 
office  immediately  if  they  hear  of  any  group 
buying  projects  being  started  in  their 
localities.

This  application  by  two  of  the  largest 
companies  lends  added  support  to  the 
widely-held  belief  that  branded  petrol  will 
return  in  April.

Commenting  upon  the  Increases,  Vice- 
Chairman  R.  F.  Hanks,  of  the  Nuffield 
Organ i.sation,  said:  “Tin*  time  has  coine 
wlieii  the  (invernnient  should  seriously  con¬ 
sider  a  reduction  on  the  high  rate  of  pur¬ 
chase  ta\  on  cars.” 

Giving  examples  of  how  purcha.se  tax  has 
•soared.  Mr.  Hanks  pointed  out  that  In  Oct¬ 
ober,  1948.  the  tax  on  a  Morris  Minor  was 
£78;  to-day  It  was  £208,  an  Increase  of 
167  per  cent.,  whereas  the  actual  Increase 
in  the  list  price  was  only  33  per  cent. 

For  the  Morris  Oxford  over  the  corres¬ 
ponding  period,  the  tax  had  risen  by  158 
per  cent.,  but  the  list  price  by  only  29. 

“The  position  Is  becoming  ludicrous 
when  higher  wages  and  dearer  raw  materials 
cause  an  Increase  of  about  one  third,”  he 
added,  “whereas  revenue  from  purchase  tax 
pours  Into  the  coffers  of  the  Treasury  In 
some  cases  at  three  times  the  1948  rate.”

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RECORD  STANDARD  OUTPUT 

NOW  MORE  TRACTORS  THAN  CARS 

Despite  reductions  in  steel  supplies  affect¬ 
ing  output,  the  Standard  Motor  Co.,  Ltd., 
produced  136,972  units  during  the  year 
ended  August  31st,  Deputy  Chairman  and 
Managing  Director  Sir  Jolin  Itlack  told 
stockholders  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
company. 

This  was  a  record  for  tiie  company,  he 
.said,  representing  an  increase  of  some  40 
per  cent,  on  tiie  preceding  year. 

So  far.  In  the  current  year,  the  company 
had  made  a  very  good  start,  but  It  was 
difficult  to  plan  their  total  programme  be¬ 
cause  of  the  effect  the  defence  programme 
might  have  on  the  supply  position. 

However,  lie  added,  if  the  pre.sent  rate 
of  production  of  300  Ferguson  tractors  and 
250  cars  a  day  was  maintained,  there  would 
be  little  difference  in  the  total  output 
acliieved  between  tliis  year  and  last. 

The  manufacture  of  the  Ferguson  tractor 
was  now  the  larger  part  of  the  company’s 
business,  and  he  was  glad  to  say  that 
demand  throughout  the  world  continued  to 
be  far  greater  than  the  supply. 

In  a  reference  to  the  Government’s  deci¬ 
sion  to  entrust  Standard  with  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  the  Rolls-Royce  Avon  turbo  jet 
engine.  Sir  John  pointed  out  that  it  was 
this  contract  that  had  made  It  necessary 
for  the  building  of  an  entirely  new  factory 
at  Liverpool,  to  which  they  intended  to 
transfer  all  their  parts  and  service  facilities. 

This  would  release  sufficient  area  In  the 
Coventry  factories  for  the  installation  of 
the  equipment  needed  for  the  manufacture 
of  the  Avon  engine. 

On  more  general  matters.  Chairman 
C.  J.  Hand  spoke  of  the  difficulty  of  retain¬ 
ing  sufficient  profits  after  tax  to  meet 
normal  replacements  and  expansion.  He 
hoped  that  before  long  the  present  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  Exchequer  would  ease  the 
tax  burden  on  industry.

Association  made  application  on  motion 
for  an  Injunction  to  restrain  Frank  C. 
Barker,  115,  Colin  Crescent,  Hendon.  Lon¬ 
don.  N.W.9,  from  dealing  In  motor  vehicles 
subject  to  covenant. 

The  association  alleged  that  the  defen¬ 
dant  had  Induced  a  number  of  covenantors 
to  dispose  of  their  vehicles  In  breach  of 
covenant,  and  had  himself  executed  coven¬ 
ants  in  false  names  and  broken  them. 

The  defendant  did  not  appear,  and  Mr. 
Justice  Harman  granted  the  association  an 
Interim  Injunction  pending  the  trial  of 
the  action  restraining  the  defendant  either 
himself  or  by  his  servants  or  agents  from 
offering  for  sale,  selling  or  dealing  with 
any  motor  car  In  breach  of  a  covenant.

MORE  C.V.S  NEEDED 

TO  IlEIJ*  DEFENCE  PROORAM.ME 

“The  rate  of  delivery  of  new  cars,  com¬ 
mercial  vehicles  and  tractors  is  declining, 
and.  with  the  welcome  gearing  up  of  the 
rearmament  programme,  is  unlikely  to  im¬ 
prove  for  some  time,”  Chairman  Sir  George 
keiuii|iR.  J.l*..  told  shareholders  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  Kennings,  Ltd.,  in 
Sheffield. 

The  maintenance  of  the  company’s  trad¬ 
ing  position  must  come  to  an  appreciable 
degree  from  the  contribution  to  the 
country’s  defences,  he  added,  and  It  wa.s 
the  directors’  decision  to  make  the  niaxi- 
muin  contribution  within  the  resources  of 
the  company. 

In  domestic  matters,  they  were  faced 
with  rising  costs  affecting  overheads  which 
were  not  compensated  for  by  the  margins 
received  on  the  resale  of  goods.  Contrary 
to  a  popular  belief  in  some  quarters,  the 
motor  trade  operated  on  comparatively 
slender  margins  of  profits. 

During  the  past  year  there  had  been  two 
major  awards  affecting  wages,  and  the  trade 
were  reaching  the  limit  where  it  would  lie 
no  longer  possible  to  pass  the  increased 
costs  on  to  the  public  in  the  shape  of  in¬ 
creased  labour  costs. 

Appealing  to  the  Government  to  review 
the  allocation  of  commercial  vehicles  for 
the  home  market.  Sir  George  pointed  out 
that  the  retention  of  an  increasingly  large 
proportion  of  old  vehicles  on  the  roads  was 
not  in  the  be.st  interests  of  this  country’s 
transport  economy  or  of  road  safety.  There 
was  also  a  good  case  for  the  revision  of 
the  allocation  of  steel  to  assist  commercial 
vehicle  production. 

Transport  was  vital  to  the  defence  pro 
gramme  and  to  the  life  of  the  nation,  and 
it  should  not  be  sacrificed  on  the  altar  of 
export  figures  and  statistics. 

He  was  not  optimistic  enough,  however, 
to  feel  that  his  appeal  would  reach  recep¬ 
tive  ears,  as  no  British  Government  to  date 
had  proved  itself  able  to  appreciate  the 
importance  of  road  transport,  except  as  an 
ea.sy  source  of  revenue  through  taxation.

Putting  friendliness  and 

Critics  have  their  say 

LONG  conversation  (in  which  I 
participated)  took  place  last 
night.  It  concerned  reception  of 
customers  and  cars  in  service  stations. 
A  number  of  them  were  compared. 

The  critics  panel  consisted  of  two 
men  and  one  woman.  One  of  the  men 
had  experience  of  the  many  angles  of 
reception  as  seen  by  the  customer  and 
by  the  management.  That  bloke  was 
me! 

The  non-trade  critics  came  back 
again  and  again  to  “little”  things,  and 
examples  which  I  can  only  quickly 
group  and  describe  as  psychological. 
The  bigger  the  establishment  and  the

efficiency  into  reception 

faster  the  flow  of  customers  the  more 
impersonal  reception  appeared  to 
them.  They  felt  it  lacked  warmth 
and  welcome,  and  that  there  was  so 
often  a  doubt  as  to  whether  anybody 
intended  dealing  with  you  or  not.  In 
other  words  had  the  customer  to  seek 
attention,  or  did  it  come  to  him  auto¬ 
matically? 

Reception  is  many-sided,  because  it 
may  be  dealing  with  people  who  are 
paying  for  their  repairs  or  folk  who 
are  paid  by  the  hour  and  more  than 
happy  to  hang  about  smoking,  reading 
or  yarning.  It  is  hard  to  say  whether 
more  complications  and  delays  arise 
in  initially  receiving  customers  or  on 
handing  over  their  vehicles.  A  lot 
depends  on  the  exact  nature  and  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  business,  and  whether 
customers  are  known  (with  healthy 
credit  accounts)  or  on  a  cash  basis 
where  it  is  taken  from  them  at  the 
point  of  the  bayonet. 

Waiting  in  indecision 

Anyhow,  our  discussion  centred  on 
the  initial  reception  of  private  car 
owners,  not  trade  customers,  and  it 
went  on  for  half  an  hour  or  so.  Criti¬ 
cism  mainly  fell  on  the  waiting  in 
indecision,  and  also  the  fact  that 
hordes  of  obvious  staff  members  went 
by  in  their  droves  without  either  a 
smile  or  a  word.  This  infuriated  the 
critics  who  reckoned  that  one  smile 
equalled  100  notices  plastered  all  over 
the  place.  Another  point  was  that  a 
“good  morning”  from  staff  who  know 
you  quite  well  by  sight,  even  if  it  is  not 
their  job  to  attend  to  you,  is  very 
warming. 

As  the  critics  said  several  times,  in 
some  places  you  might  be  a  bit  of  dirt 
instead  of  the  customer  whose  custom

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keeps  the  place  going.  We  in  the 
industry  don’t  need  any  psychological 
survey,  a  Gallup  Poll,  or  an  investiga¬ 
tion  by  supply  houses  to  tell  us  that 
a  customer  who  has  already  decided 
to  visit  us  merits  attention  of  a  pleas¬ 
ing  kind  and  as  prompt  as  conditions 
allow. 

The  critics  agreed  they  expected  to 
wait  when  they  see,  with  their  own 
eyes,  a  long  column  of  cars.  Never¬ 
theless,  they  felt  a  lack  of  welcome 
in  some  places,  whereas  in  others  a 
brief  “good  morning”  or  “sorry  we’re 
keeping  you”  by  some  employee  who 
was  passing  took  some  of  the  sting  out 
of  enforced  waiting. 

Virtues  of  warmth 

So  far  as  I  am  concerned  the  cold 
impersonal  or  averted  gaze  of  the  Big 
System  Establishment  never  gets  any¬ 
body  anywhere.  A  warm  or  human 
welcome,  on  the  other  hand,  gets  away 
with  a  multitude  of  subsequent  sins 
and  omissions. 

There  is  no  part  of  an  establishment 
requiring  more  elastic  ideas  than  the 
reception  line  of  a  large  service 
station.  An  example  was  quoted  by 
one  of  the  critics'  who  regularly  goes 
to  a  manufacturer’s  service  station. 
There,  at  very  short  notice,  a  recep¬ 
tionist  appears  with  an  inquiry,  smile, 
or  an  apology  according  to  the  rate  of 
input.  Even  then  the  customer  cheer¬ 


fully  delays  himself  because  he  likes 
to  see  a  particular  senior.  But  even 
so  the  original  receptionist  gets  the 
bulk  of  the  paper  work  blanked  out. 

System,  however,  has  a  terribly 
deadening  effect  on  many  employees, 
and  the  firm’s  paper  work,  in  their 
minds,  can  become  more  important 
than  the  customer.  Yet  all  sorts  of 
gymnastics  can  be  performed,  quite 
sensibly,  on  the  reception  line 
provided  employees  are  encouraged. 
Instructed  and  carefully  controlled  by 
a  management  that  joins  in.

How  far  you  can  go  in  receiving 
customers  rapidly,  pleasantly  and 
economically  depends  on  so  many 
factors  that  there  can  be  no  general¬ 
isation.  My  two  critic  companions 
were,  however,  firm  about  the  chilling 
effect  of  an  inert  reception  vacuum.  I 
am  equally  firm  and  acidly  rude  about 
establishments  who  possess  staff  but 
the  system  has  beaten  the  manage¬ 
ment  which  created  it!  Beaten  it  to 
a  frazzle  and  produced  a  row  of  spine¬ 
less  and  rudderless  robot  receptionists. 

Nice  day,  isn’t  it?

The  Twenty-first  Annual  General  Meeting  of 
Kennings,  Ltd.,  was  held  at  Shelfield  on  Slst 
December,  1951,  Sir  George  Kenning.  J.P.,  the 
Chairman,  presiding.  The  following  are  e.xtracts 
from  his  speech : — 

RECORD  RESULTS 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  1  have  to  report  a  record 
Group  Trading  Profit  for  the  year  ended  30th  June, 
1951,  which,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Consolidateil 
Profit  and  Loss  Account,  amounted  to  £.'156,996, 
compared  with  £303.'J34  for  the  previous  year.  After 
adding  Investment  Income  and  after  charging 
Debenture  Interest,  Depreciation,  Directors’  Emolu¬ 
ments  and  .Auditors’  Remuneration,  the  Group  is 
left  with  a  net  profit  before  taxation  of  £336,563 
compared  with  £288,079 — an  increase  of  £48,484. 
Taxation,  however,  at  the  higher  rates  now  in  force, 
amounted  to  £201,299— an  increase  of  £46,448  over 
la.st  year— leaving  the  net  profit  after  tax,  £135,264, 
which  exceeds  that  for  1950  by  only  £2,036.  Taxation 
absorbed  nearly  60  per  cent,  of  the  net  profits  of 
the  Group  and  the  increase  in  the  charge  fur  tlie 
year  represents  over  95  per  cent,  of  the  increase 
in  profits.  It  will  be  readily  appreciated  that  taxa  ¬ 
tion  at  its  present  level  Is  a  severe  penalty  on  all 
industry  and  enterprise. 

After  charging  the  lump  sum  payments  to  the 
Group  Pension  F'und,  amounting  to  £'20,600,  provid¬ 
ing  £4,500  for  additional  taxation  in  respect  of 
the  previous  year,  and  deducting  £15,547  for  the 
interests  in  subsidiary  companies  of  shareholders 
outside  the  Group,  £94,617  remains. 

DIVIDEND  MAINTAINED 

The  Directors  would  have  been  happy  to  give 
Ordinary  shareholders  a  proportion  of  the  increased 
earnings  of  the  Group,  but  with  the  present  high 
rate  of  taxation,  the  large  sums  which,  in  these 
days  of  inflation,  are  needed  to  operate  and  main¬ 
tain  a  business  and  bearing  in  mind  the  Govern¬ 
ment’s  call  for  restraint,  they  have  decided  to 
recommend  that  the  Ordinary  dividend  should 
remain  unchanged.  They  accordingly  purpose  a  final 
dividend  of  20  per  cent.,  less  income  tax,  making  a 
total  of  32i  per  cent.,  less  income  tax,  for  the 
year.  Thus,  the  dividends  for  the  year,  declared 
and  proposed,  total  £40.038  and  are  well  covered  by 
tlie  available  earnings  of  £94,617. 

It  is  proposed  to  carry  forward  £7,028  in  the 
accounts  of  subsidiaries  and  to  transfer  t'25,000  to 
General  Reserve,  leaving  £22.551  in  the  Profit  and 
Loss  Account  of  the  parent  company,  thus  bringing 
the  unappropriated  balance  of  that  account  up  to 
£174,886. 

SATISFACTORY  BALANCE  SHEET 

The  Consolidated  Halance  Sheet  shows  that  the 
total  assets  of  the  Group  now  amount  to  £2, '258,955, 
including  an  item  of  £7,560  being  the  net  excess 
of  tire  cost  of  shares  in  subsidiary  companies  over 
the  nominai  value  of  those  shares.  Of  this  total, 
£1,'281,731  represents  current  assets  and  these  ex¬ 
ceed  current  liabilities  by  £465,853.  Reserves  and 
I'nappropriated  Profits  total  £448,!>48  a  figure  which 
well  exceeds  the  issued  capital  of  Kennings,  Ltd. 

The  Balance  .Street  of  Kennings,  Ltd.,  shows  an 
equally  satisfactory  position.  Fixed  .Assets,  less 
depreciation,  have  Increased  by  £17.344  to  £113.498 
and  further  investments,  totalling  £68.429,  have  been 
made  in  subsidiary  companies.  These  investments 
have  been  made  partly  in  companies  in  whicli  your 
company  already  held  shares,  but  which  were  not 
subsidiaries,  with  tire  result  that  certain  holdings 
formerly  appearing  as  trade  investments  are  now 
shown  as  investments  in  subsidiary  companies, 


During  the  course  of  the  Annual  General  Meeting, 
you  will  be  asked  to  approve  a  resolution  ratifying 
the  action  of  the  Directors  in  making  these  and 
other  investments.  The  resolution  and  accompany¬ 
ing  statement  are,  I  think,  seif-explanatory. 

The  current  assets,  less  current  liabilities,  amount 
to'£333,792  compared  with  £361,764  at  June,  19.')0. 
Tiiis  deereu.se  is  due  to  the  ca4)ftal  investments 
undertaken  during  the  year  in  fixed  assets  and  in 
subsidiary  companies.  It  will  be  seen  that,  not  only 
have  the  net  current  assets  decreased  but  a 
greater  proportion  is  now  invested  in  stocks  and 
in  debtors.  This  js,  of  course,  a  naturai  result  of 
the  company’s  increased  activities  and  of  the  great 
increase  in  costs  and  prices  which  took  place  during 
the  year  and  stiil  continues.  To  meet  this  position 
and  to  enable  the  company  to  continue  its  policy 
of  improvement  and  expansion,  the  Directors 
deciiied  to  issue  for  cash  a  further  290,000  Ordinary- 
shares.  Full  iK'tails  of  the  Directors’  propi  sals 
have  already  been  sent  to  members. 

BONUS  ISSUE 

The  reserves  and  unappropriated  profits  of  the 
company  now  total  £321.909  and  these  will  be 
augmented  by  the  premium  on  the  further  shares 
which  are  to  be  issued  for  cash.  In  order  to  bring 
the  issued  capital  more  into  line  with  the  capital 
employed  in  the  company’s  business,  it  is  the  in¬ 
tention  of  the  directors  to  propose  the  capitalisation 
of  the  sum  of  £250,009  by  the  issue  of  1,000,000 
Ordinary  shares  as  a  fully  paid  bonus  to  Onlinary 
shareholders.  This  proposal  will  be  put  before 
shareholders  at  a  meeting  to  be  called  soon  after 
tlie  issue  of  .shares  for  cash  has  been  completed. 

LONG  TERM  PROSPECTS 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  difficulties 
which  have  beset  the  Motor  Trade  for  the  last  six 
years  have  been  no  less  real  and  unpredictable. 
Nevertheless,  they  have  so  far  been  surmouute<i 
and,  taking  the  long  view,  I  feel  certain  that  its 
future  is  assured. 

Ou  the  basis  of  our  pre-war  sales  and  after 
taking  account  of  tlie  considerable  expansion  which 
your  Company  has  achieved  since  1939,  1  estimate 
that  our  turnover  will  increase  very  considerably 
when  the  supply  of  vehicles  on  the  home  market 
settles  down  to  what,  for  want  of  a  better  expres¬ 
sion,  is  (lopularly  described  as  a  ’’buyer’s”  market. 

IMMEDIATE  FUTURE 

There  is,  unfortunately,  little  prospect  of  this 
desirable  state  of  affairs  coming  about  during  1952. 

The  current  year  is  by  no  means  likely  to  be 
the  least  difficult  we  have  experienced  and  the 
return  to  normal  trading  conditions  is  not  yet  in 
sight. 

CONTRIBUTION  TO  DEFENCE  PROGRAMME 

The  rate  of  delivery  of  new  cars,  commercial 
vehicles  and  tractors  is  declining  and  with  tlie  wel¬ 
come  gearing  up  of  the  rearmament  programme  is 
unlikely  to  improve  for  some  time  to  come.  The 
niaiiiteiiunce  of  our  trading  position  must  come  to 
an  aiqireciable  degree  from  our  contribution  to  the 
country’s  defences  and  it  is  your  Directors’  in¬ 
tention  to  make  the  maximum  contribution  within 
the  limits  of  your  Company’s  resources.  In  doing 
so,  we  feel  we  can  count  on  the  loyal  support  of 
our  shareholders  which,  when  called  for  In  even 
more  dangerous  and  difficult  times,  has  always  been 
reailily  granted. 

To  balance  a  programme  of  armament  production 
{^Continued  on  next  page) 
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and  the  extensive  overhaul  of  military  vehicles  anil 
at  the  same  time  maintain  our  services  to  the 
transport-using  public  is,  in  itself,  a  difficult  task. 

EFFECT  OF  RISING  COSTS  ON  PROFITS 

We  are  also  faced  with  rising  costs  affecting  our 
overheads  which  are  not  compensated  for  by  the 
iiiarg^us  we  receive  on  tlte  resale  of  gmals.  Contrary 
to  the  popular  belief  in  some  quarters,  the  Motor 
Trade  operates  on  comparatively  slender  margins  of 
puitlt.  There  have  also  been  two  major  awards 
affecting  wages  during  1951  and  we  are  reaching  the 
limit  wliere  it  is  no  longer  practicable  to  pass  these 
increased  costs  on  to  the  public  in  the  shape  of 
higher  lalioiir  charges. 

APPEAL  FOR  GOVERNMENT  ASSISTANCE  TO 
ROAD  TRANSPORT 

I  app.-al  to  the  Government  to  review  the  alloca 
tion  of  commercial  vehicles  to  the  Home  .Market. 
The  retention  of  an  increasingly  large  proportion  of 
old  vehicles  on  the  roads  is  not  in  tlie  best  interests 
of  this  country’s  transport  economy  or  of  road 
safety  and  there  is  a  good  case  for  the  revision 
of  the  allocation  of  steel  to  assist  commercial 
vehicle  production.  Transport  is  vital  to  the 
defence  programme  and  to  the  life  of  the  nation. 
It  shoidd  not  be  sacrificed  on  the  altar  of  export 
figures  and  statistics.  I  am  not  optimistic  enough 
to  feel  that  this  appeal  will  reach  receptive  ears, 
as  no  British  Government  to  ilate  has  proved  itself 
able  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  road  trans¬ 
port,  ex('ept  as  an  easy  source  of  revenue  through 
taxation. 

ENCOURAGEMENT  OF  PRIVATE  ENTERPRISE 

Nevertheless,  the  redemption  of  the  Government’s 
promise  of  assistance  and  a  measure  of  freedom 
for  the  private  haulier  will  be  welcome.  To  this 
Grgaidsation  it  will  mean  the  return  and  rehabili¬ 
tation  of  our  old  and  valued  customers  in  this 
essentially  individual  fleld  of  enterprise.  To  the 
Nation  it  will  mean  better  transport  economy  and 
the  return  of  a  transport  service  catering  speci¬ 
fically  for  all  customers  lK>th  large  and  small.  Main 
large  companies  have  found  it  necessary  to  create 
their  own  transport  facilities  to  obtain  a  reasonable 
degree  of  service.  The  return  of  the  expert  in  the 
shai>e  of  the  private  haulier  will  mean  that  this 
step  involving  nigh  capital  expenditure  is  no  longer 
necessary. 

Partly  in  consequence  of  the  protracted  life  of 
vehicles  and  partly  on  account  of  our  increased 


efforts,  our  sales  of  replacement  parts  coatinue  to 
expand. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  MANUFACTURERS 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
our  appreciation  for  the  support  given  the  Com¬ 
pany  tiy  the  manufacturers  during  tlie  year. 
.Although  achieving  such  great  success  in  the  export 
market,  they  have  always  done  their  utmost  to 
help  tlie  Company  on  all  occasions,  and  our  rela¬ 
tions  with  them  remain  both  close  and  cordial.

Tyres  are  as 
es.sential  as  petrol,  however,  and  the  situation  is 
showing  signs  of  improvement.

Our  subsidiary  company, 
Kevolvo,  Ltd.,  has  obtained  considerable  orders  for 
hearings  and  deliveries  should  be  substantial  during 
l'.*52.  Our  other  engineering  projects  are  also  get¬ 
ting  under  way  and  I  anticipate  that  ail  these 
activities  will  be  returning  adequate  profits  when  1 
next  have  the  pleasure  of  addressing  you  at  the 
.Annual  Meeting. 

THANKS  TO  CO-DIRECTORS  AND  STAFF 

The  developments  to  which  I  have  referred,  the 
maintenance  of  our  position  in  the  trade,  and  the 
difficulties  which  have  been  surmounted  in  the  pro¬ 
cess,  have  placed  a  heavy  burden  on  my  co-directors 
and  staff.  I  am  sure  you  would  wish  me  to  place 
on  record  our  appreciation  of  their  loyal  and  un¬ 
tiring  services  and  not  less  those  of  our  work¬ 
people.  With  such  a  good  team  1  am  confident  in 
looking  towards  the  future  with  cautious  optimism.
